‘RUSSIA AND THE FORBION CUSTOMS. 
‘ene aré somo curions reports in 
cirénlation relative to the altitude of 
Russin with regard to the Foreign Cus- 
toms in Chinn, which it is just as well 
that the public should have’ cleared up. 
Tt ns beon stated by well informed 
jporsons that tho Chinese Government, 
‘cting in concert with Mr. Hart, the 
Chit” Superintondont of Customs, in- 
tendod last year to establish o Custom. 
houso under Foreign inspection at 
Chang-Kia-Kin, or oue of the northern 
frontier towns through whieh the balk 
of the Russian export and import ti 
asses betweon that empire and Chins 
Taovsubject was sorivusly di 
at Poking, as being very desirable to 
apply the samo mieans’ for collecting 
rovenuo ‘from the Russian trade, that 
aro now employed for lovying dutios 
fon other furcign nations, and also to 
collect by such means’ moro exact 
tistics of the Russian trado than 
aro now known to tho public, It 
was confidently expocted that the open- 
ing of tho Russian frontier Foreign 
Custom-honso would have taken 
this spring ; bat, for somo reason which 
has not yet transpired, the ostablisl- 
ment of tho useful iustitation has been 
adjourned sine die, 
‘ow there can be no doubt that the 
Chineso Government have a perfect 
right to ostablish a Foreign Custom. 
houso at Chaug-Kin-Kiu, or in any 
fronticr town even close to Russian 
territory ; and there enn be no doubt 
that suet an establishmont would be a 
dgsirable measure, both on the ground 
of revenue and for acquiring reliable 
information about the valuo aud extent 
of Russian trade, ‘Tho only matter of 
surprise about this is, why the Chinese 
Government, when considering such a 
measure, did not docide to place their 
Foroign Custom-house at Urga(Kurun), 
instond of oponing it at Obang..ia-Kiv. 
“By ostal it at Unga they would 
havo taken it early four hundred miles 
nearer to tho Russian commercial town 
of Kiachta, and thereby socured tho 
ausistnce of Foreigners to consolidate 
their authority at Urga, whore, under 
tho countor influence of Russia, it 
“now gradnally diminishing. ‘Tho fa 
that tho Chiveve government havo post 
ned realising their intentions, allows 
it to bo supposed that the Rassian gor
